NORMIE MARTIN 
called, and testified substantially as on the 
case of Mrs. Rozelle. 
Here the prosecution rested. 
NORMIE MARTIN 
recalled for the defendant and testilied as 
to the location af the rooms in the house. 
Court took a recess until 1:50, 


Afternoon Session. 

Counsel for defense asked that the jury 
be allowed to visit the premises, and con- 
siderable diseussion was had as to who 
should be allowed to accompany them. 
After this question was handled by all 


parties, another hitch was met in the fact 
that the jury wouldn’t go without: convey- 
ances. ‘The court then ordered vehicles for 
the jury, attorneys, defendant, reporter and 


myself. Mr. McGregor went in to see Mr. 
Rozelie. Mr. Rozelle there stated that 
Petrie had entered Mrs, Rozelle’s room and 
had insulted her. When he come back and 
‘Mrs. Rozelle told him of the facts, he went | 
out to a drugstore and got a bottle of. 
sulphurie acid. He stated that he came 
back home and gave the vitriol to Mrs. 
Rozelle and told her to put it 
in a convenient place, and if Petrie insulted 
her again to give it to him good, as to 
‘mark him so that he wouldn't insult any 
more women. Mr. Rozelle said he told her 
how to use it, and if she did as he told her, 
and there was any blame, he would be re- 
sponsible for it. ‘That is the substance of 
what he said. 

On cross-examination: Mr. MeGregor 
did not show me his notes yesterday. He 
did not ask me if Ll remeinbered the conver- 
sation that happened. I went there at Mr. 
MeGregor’s request. 1 don’t remember 
the date, but I think it was in June or 
July. It was about 4 or 5 o'clock, 
| Rozelle said his wife told her wot to spare 
Petrie. don’t remember how he was 
dressed. I don’t remember that Rozelle 
said Petrie had ag ae ges to outrage his 
wife, and that she had thrown the vitriol. 
My best recollection is that he did. now 
that you mention the fact, but L do not 
| recollect positively. I don’t recollect 
-whether he stated anything about Petrie’s 
character. I don’t recollect his saying that 

*etrie Was a married man, and hada wife 
iving in Sacramento. i haven’t talked 
with anybody about this case, except com- 
mon facts of the case. 

J. A. WESTERFIELD 

sworn: I reside in Los Angeles. I run an 
engine. I work for the Southern Pacifie. 
I know W. F. Rozelle.. I have known him 
six or seven inonths, At Yum one night I 
had a conversation with Mr. Rozelle at the 
bunkhouse at Yuma. I was firing at the 
time. I was just ready to go to bed, and 
Rozelle came in and offered me a cigar, and 
asked ine to sit down and have a talk; so I 
sat down. After talking about various 
things, finally he said he didn’t think Petrie 
had acted exactly right with his wife 
in ways he didn’t like. He said he was 
going to fix up something he had. He said 
it was something new inthis country. He 
said it was something that would distigure 
him so he wouldn’t have anything more to 
do with women. He was almost a stranger 
to me at this time, and it didn’t interest me. 
This conversation was about the latter part 
of March. 

On cross-examination: He clidn’t say 
Petrie had been age what he considered 
was ty ee didn’t know what he 
meant. He didn’t designate in any manner. 
I have no grudge against Mr. Roze.le what- 
ever. We were not in the habit of talking 
of family affairs. lama Brotherhood fire- 
man: Mr, Rozelle is not. There is a feeling 
against seabs, buéas long as a man is 
square I don’t know that there is any feel- 
ing. 


JOUN W. BROADWELL . 
testified that he lived in Los Angeles at the 
time of the vitriol-throwing, and remem- 
bered Rozelle telling of the occurrence in 
the presence of several others, in front of 
Hyler’s cigar store on San Fernando street. 
They were telling jokes, and after one had 
been told, Rozelle said: “I can tell a better 
joke than that. ” He went on, and stated 
that his wife had thrown vitriol in Petrie’s 
face, and thathe (Rozelle) had. bought it 
for that purpose three months previous. 
That he had procured it in case Petrie came 
in his room again. He stated that he had 
also bought an antidotes in case his wite 
should burn herself. He (Rozelle) had also 
gh some vitriol on the matting to show how 
t worked, don’t remember whether he 
suid where the stuff was kept. He said he 
$s glad of it, and hoped Petrie would yo 
blind. Rozelle and myself have always 
been friemlly, aud I don’t wish to state any- 
thing that will prejudice hin. lie said he 
didn’t like Petrie. That he nevey intro 
duced him to his wife. ‘The impression 
that I had at the time-was that he was 
afraid he would insult her. Whether he 
stated he had insulted her or not | do not 
know. He stated it was the happiest day 
of nis life when the vitriol had been thrown. 
1 don’t remember hearing the remark made 
that “he attempted to outrage iny wife.” I 
don’t remember ever having had a difficulty 
with Mr. Rozelle. 


W. HWYLER 


testified: I live in Los Angeles, I have 
lived here for three years. Lam in the ci- 
gar business. Iknow Mr. Rozelle. IL re- 


member about the time of the vitriol throw- 
ing. Lremember the conversation spoken 
of on the evening of the lth of May. in 
front of my cigar store. We were telling 
jokes. Rozelle said, “I think ] have got a> 
little joke on hand that lays over them all.” 
Hedin, “My wife gave Petrie a dose of 
vitriol.” ‘Then he went on and related his 
story. Ue said, “Do you know this man 
‘Petrie?’ I said, “Ido.” He said, “He is 
stopping up there in the same place [ am. 
Since my wife arrived, I gave her pointers 

against him in regard to his character, and 
wid her not to have anything to do with 
him, but he took all steps to form her ae- 
quaintance, | guarded her against him a}! 
t w time.”? He said, “1 introduced my wife 
to everybody at the dinner table except him, 
[took particular pains not to introduce him. 


Once he threw a paper in the room, [’re- 
viously he had made several! ail- 
vances, He said, “I come home 
once = and found paper anid 
asked where it came from. e sald the 
man inthe next room. Itold her: ‘You 


tell that man that Lean buy all the papers 
you need.’ When 1 came home this 
afternoon she’d throwed the vitriol, and | 
guess she gave him a good dose, I have had 
that vitriol two months, and told her how 
to use it.

W. P. GIBSON 
was called and testified as to the position of 
the furniture at the time of the occurrence, 
and the changes made since that time. 

The defense here announced that with 
the exception of Mrs. Rozzelle and Mrs. 
Martin, they had no further testimony to 
offer besides that of the defendant; neither 
of the lady witnesses were present, and the 
court was kept in waiting until they could 
be sent for. 

MRS, GRETTIE ROZELLE 

was the first to appear upon the scene. She 
was first asked if she was the wife of the 
defendant, and the marriage certificate was 
introduced in evidence. The marriage ring 
was also shown, identified and offered in 
evidence. ‘The witness testified that her 
maiden name was Margretta Smith; that 
she was always called “‘Grettie.”’ 

Here the witness retired and donned the 
wrapper worn by her on the occasion of the 
vitriel-throwing and narrated her story of 
the affair as was reported fully in Tre 
‘TiMEs on tke trial in which she was the de- 
fendant. 

‘Myself and husband have been in jail 
thie. months. My husband and myself 
never had a conversation about throwing 
vitriol in the face of Petrie or anybody else ; 
either talking together or with any one else.” 

On cross examination: Mrs. Rozelle 
again retired and took off the wrapper. She 
then went on: “The vitriol had been in 
my room ever since | arrived from the East 
in December. I knew that the man who 
stood in the room door was the occupant of 
the next room.” 

[‘l'o the question as to how long she had 
known the name of the man prior to the 11th 
of May, counsel for defendant objected as 
not cross examination. Objection sustained. | 

“When Petrie grabbed me he pinned my 
arms down by my side. I made a loud noise 
when I hallowed. I couldn’t say what 

words I used, but I sup I cried Gut 
‘Help,’ but I don’t know how many times 
I cried out, Ll was so excited. it was at the 
time he grabbed me and threw me on the 
bed. As soon as I cried for help he put his 
hand on my mouth. Then it was he said, 
you, $keep stillor choke you.’ 
I know fought with himand got away 
from him and rushed over to the window 
and tried to raise the sash. I was standing 
near the window when he said, ‘Come over 
here and don’t make such a fuss about noth- 
ing.’ I looked around to see if 1 could 
find anything to defend myself. He was 
sitting on the edge of the bed. 1 don’t 
know whether his feet were on the floor or 
not. I think the bottle was uncorked when 
{ threw it. I couldn’t say at what portion 
of his body.1I threw it, Ltook noaim. The 

first time I saw the bottle afterward was at 
the County Jail. Myself and husband have 
been confined in the same apartment.” 

Witness did not remember having a con- 
versation with Mr. MeGregor after the 
throwing at 129 College street, and did not 
remember stating to Mr. an Mrs. Martin in 
presence of others, what had been testified 
to by Mr. and Mrs. Martin, giving as a 
reason that she was too mueh excited. At 

5 o'clock Mrs. Rozelle was still being cross- 
examined by District Attorney DePuy, and 
an adjourninent was taken until today at 
90 "clock.

Louise C. Perkins, being first duly sworn, 
deposes and says: That she is the plaintiff

She 
avers that H. Unruh, the agent 
of E. J. Baldwin, has been ever since the 
28th of June, fully cognizant, as she is in- 
formed and believes, and therefore alleges, 
of all matters and facts to be proved or es- 
tablished in contravention and avoidance 
of the release set forth in the supplemental 
answer. Sheaversthat A. J. Lucas and 
other parties, whom she is informed and be- 
lieves were the agents of Baldwin, obtained 
said release from her fraudulently and by 
deceiving her and by making statements: 
which were false, and known to said Lueas 
and said other agents to be false, and which 
were made in the interest of said defendant, 
and have since, as she is informed and be- 
lieves, been notified and accepted by said 
Baldwin, and for the purpose of deceiving 
this plaintiff, and did, in fact, deceive her. | 

That after said release was procured 
towit: about the middle of July, 1887, said 
Lucas, acting as she is informed and be- 
lieves for the defendant herein, called on 
her at the city of San Francisco, where she 
was, and requested her to sign a document 
in the following words: 

SAN Francisco.—E. J. Baldwin, Esq.: 
[ understand the breach-of-promise suit 
which I brought against you is set for trial 
on July 25th, 1887, in Los Angeles. 1 have 
made up my mind not to prosecute the 
case any further; so will not appear, and 
you can have it dismissed. Yours truly, 
Jated, July——. | 

The plaintiff then and there declined to 
sign the same, stating to said Lucas that 
she would sign no more papers. That she 
regretted having signed the popes to which 
she had already affixed her signature, towit: 
said release. Said Lucas thereupon asked 
plaintiff whether she was going back on 
*us,” referring to Baldwin and himself, and 
she declared that she did not propose to 
authorize the dismissal of the suit. She is 
informed and believes, and therefore al- 
leges that said facts were well known to H. 
A. Unruh and that the defendant herein 
had notice through said Unruh that she did 
not acquiesce in said settlement and would 
not permit said case to be dismissed.

A Continuance Granted. 

The court having taken the several papers 
offered into cousideration stated that as it 
was an evident fact that the case could not 
at present be tried under the extraordinary 
circumstances brought to light Tuesday 
and yesterday, therefore that it might be 
tried upon its merits without prejudice to 
either side, it would be postponed until 
Noveinber 7, 1887. 

Just as the court adjourned however, S. 
M. White saw for the first time the follow- 
ing affidavit of A. H. Unruh, and obtained 
leave from the court to file an answer to its 
allegations, which Mr. White stated were 
untrue and false. 


Unruh's Affidavit. 

H. A. Unruh, being sworn, on oath says 
that he is informed and believes that the 
plaintiff, while in the city of San Francisco 
and after the settlement of the cause, and 
after the signing and delivering and receiv- 
ing the consideration named therein, of the 
release referred in the supplemental 
answer, stated that her mother, sister and 
one of her attorneys had written to her very 
severe letters condemning her for having 
compromised or settled the suit,and that they 
all urged her to return to Los Angeles, and 
to say that the settlement was obtained froin 
her on the pretense that her attorneys were 
trying to settle the case outside of her, and 
that she had discovered the same to be 
false, and that if she would return she could 
hand back the money, and set aside the 
assignment on the ground of fraud; and 
they demanded that she should come back 
or that she would be dealt with in a very 
serious manner, at the same time making 
threats against her. 

That she further stated that the parties 
above referred to informed her that if she 
did not return that her .attorneys would 
se ge to get judgment against her for 

heir services and costs in the matter, and 
that she could never hold any property in 
her name in this State, and that she would 
be obliged to leave the State of California. 

That she furthermore stated that when 
she was in a very great flurry and excite- 
ment one day, that her counsel procured 
frowsrher an assigment of her judgment 
obtained in thisaction; that she did know 
what it was at the time she signed the 
paper assigning the said judgment, or 
she would not have signed it, and that they 
had deceived her in signing said assign-

and performed the conditions of her obliga- 
tions which, affiant alleges, were entered 
into freely on her part, without any intimi- 
dation, fraud or undue influence on the |. 
part of the defendant herein, or any of his 


ents. 
And affiant further alleges, in 
the affidavit of plaintiff herein filed, that 
the said Lucas therein mentioned was not 
the agent of defendant, and was not em- 
paves by or authorized by defendant to 
make said settlement, but that he claimed 
to and in fact did represent the plaintiff in 
making said settlement. 

Upon reading this affidavit, Mr. White at 
once drew up and filed the following:

Lucerne (Cal.)—{Special Corres- 
pondence.] “I have been looking over 
the ground here,”’ said an Eastern 
mining expert at Terra Cotta City near 
- ‘‘with-a view to establishing 
a branch of our Eastorn business in 
Los Angeles with a manufactory here. 
The condition of affairs is something 
like this; you Los Angeles «people have. 
grown so rapidly that Eastern people 
have hardly realized it. We have been 
treated to so many wild-cat winning 
achemes in Colorado, New Mixico, and 
Arizona, that when we hear the word 
'**hoom’’ we smile, and for some time 
this Southern California excitement 
has been looked upon as a passing 
¢raze, but the truth about it is becom- 
ing known. Already business men ap- 
preci&te the advantages you have in 
this country, apd they see the 


necessity of preparing for’ the j 


demands of the people—in other 
words, the trade of Los . An- 
geles, San Bernardino and San Diego 
eounties is‘extremely valuable, and us 
“long as you have no manufactories we 
€an provide you with goods, but you 
are gerting so wealthy that you are be- 
= to supply your own wants.. 
uthern California is not recognized 
in the East asaland of climate and 
Oranges alone, but an undeveloped 
country of great natural resources and 
eapable of supporting a large manufac- 
turing population. How and where 
‘your iron, coal, tin, copper, asbestos 
and other wealth that we find here is 
all developed, we can’t compete with 
you, so we propose ‘o come out here, if 
averything is satisfactory, and become 
one of you. From the examination I 
-have given this section I consider it of 
great value, especially as lying between 
- your two largest cities— Angeles 
and San Diego. : | 
‘*Here is something I am especially 
interested in,’ continued the speaker, 
lifting a block of curious stone that re- 
sembled slips of satin molded together— 
**Tt’s asbestos, from the new mine dis- 
covered over the hills here. You see,”’ 
breaking off a piece, ‘‘it is made up of 
fine chrystalire fibers, is very elastic, 
and possesses « superb luster. To put 
it in a technical way, it is much like 
‘hornblende or amphibole, and made up 
of silica, alumnia, magnesia, fereous 
oxide, and sometimes other material. 
All these. articles combined produce 
asbestos—a mineral that is almost com- 
letely incombustible; and herein li 
Phe great value of a large deposit; its 
importancs to a manufacturing country, 
where competition will be close, is very 
evident. 

**Asbestos has been known from the 
earliest times, and has been the sub- 
ject of no end of experiment. Charle- 

ne had a number of articles made 
of it, and one day he gave a large din- 
ner to a numberof nobles from Eng- 


land and other countries, at which a. 


controversy arose about the relative 
value of the products of the various 
countries. hen discussion waxed 
and hot, Charlemagnesaid: ‘‘ Well, 
gentlemen, who of you can produce 
that will not burn?” and with 
that he pulled off the table-cloth and 
tossed it into the fire, where, to 
the astonishment of the guests, 
it remained utterly untouched or 
by it... The cloth was 
made of asbestos from the mines 
of Tarantaise, in Savoy. This cloth 
‘was made in large quantities in olden 
times. Aldimi,a nobleman of Italy, 
had a dress suit, which he donned 
occasionally, for the amazement of his 
friends, made eg or this sub- 
stance, and he would have a fire built 
and then walk slowly through it, to the 
- wonder of the ple; and, as arule, 
all the tricks played by fire-handlers 
have been covered in by using 
asbetos.’’ 

this,’’ continued the speaker, 
‘tig, of course, for amusement, and 
now we come to the practical value of 
osbetos—its direct relation to dollars 
and cents in Los Angeles and Southern 
California. The mines that I am 
familiar with are those of Virginia, 
the Carolinas, Delaware, and the one 
on Staten Island, New York. In Eu- 
rope we find a greater variety; thus the 
amianthus, which is almost a gem in its 
beauty, is found in the Pyrenees 
Mountains, and large beds have been 
discovered at Mt. St. Gothard, and in 
various parts of the Alps, in Sweden, 
New South Wales, and various parts of 
Russia and Asia, as well as America. 
Other mines of a ‘cheaper grade 
are found in England near the 
Cornwall coal mines and 
Inverness, in Scotland. Near Lanark- 
shire, Great Britain, a variety is found 
and known as mountain leather, or 

cork; this because it is so light it will 
float. It is called by the peasants 
*“*Floating Rock.” In the Tyrol, and 
various parts of Scotland, especially at 
Portsoy, a similar variety is found, 
known as mountain wood. So you see 
that while asbestos is by no means rare, 
the mines here are the most important 
ones in this section of the country, and 
it will never pay to ship asbestos to 
Los Angeles from the East or North, as 
it can be delivered in Los Angeles or 
San Diego in four hours from the mines. 

**Now, as to the uses of the mineral— 
practically they are innumerable—the 
very fact that the material will with- 
stand a heat of 2000° Fahrenheit, even 
5000° Fahrenheit, tells the story. One 
of the first uses to which it was put was 
for the lining of fire-proof safes. It is 
also used in making fine lamps, and in 
connection with electric lighting. Near- 
bes WV all the patents are covered by Mr. 

. W. John, of New York, who has 
done more investigating with it than 
any one _ else. Asbestos makes 
an admurable fire-brick, and «an ar- 
tificial wood, now so much used 
in grates where gas is the illuminant. 
All engineers appreciate its value as a 
eee about engines to cover boilers. 

ou will find it used in the manfacture 
of gas stores, as a lubricant, while its 
anti-friction properties render it inval- 
uable in 7 cases; it is also a tine 
insulator,for all these purposes asbestos 
is paying. Icouldof course mention 
a variety of uses fur it that are merely 
experimental. 

** Within the last few vears the mate- 
rial has greatly enlarged its usefulness, 
thus painters use it in paints; roofers 
find it valuable; it is also’ used itt ce- 
ments, and as a felting and onroots 
about places where sparks are liable to 
fly. In cement it has been found to 
take the place of hair, in binding it to- 


gether. Cement felting is made 
up of ground asbestos and 
several otber materials, and 


finds employment asy-a packer 
about boilers, steam pipes, or any arti- 


cles where it is desired to retain the |

Even more satisfactory than this is 
asbestos felt, that can be put about 
pipes and boilers in layers, and it

He fired at a deer, the gun 
kicked him over, and he slid downa 
going back over the place 
to find his hunting-knife he found he 
had uncovered what is now a bonanza 
in the asbestos trade. Up there they 
first crush it after it is mined, and so 
separate it from the serpentine and 
other rock; then it is corded and spun 


‘into a delicate thread that is in turn 


made into ropes, etc. 
“This country is,’’ continued the 
ker, ‘‘a remarkable one in that 
there seems to be what might be 
termed a centralization of mineral 
products. You have within a radius 
of four or five miles, indeed two miles, 
material that is generally found spread 
over large areas and widely separated. 
The value of the roe | deposits here can 
hardly be estimated, and I see no rea- 
son why in ashort time, you cannot 
have warehouses in Los Angeles 
stocked with articles of various kinds 
made there of the sp bs shipped from 
here; and herein lies the secret of your 
future stability.

all of which means work and capital. 
There isa clay found here which is 
much valued in the East. We call it 
kaolin. You see it is a fine; almost 
pure clay. When you get a plant 


established you can provide all Cali- 
fornia with dishes, as this is the real 


Wahina clay used in the manufacture of 


reelain. I have not investigated 
e deposit, but if it pans out well I 
would not exchange it for any gold 
mine in Southern California. It was 
first. discovered in» China, and the 
nume comes from the place where it 
was found, Kao-ling or “high ridge.” 
It has also been discovered in 
Europe and in the Eastern States. 
I think there is no _ first-class 
dsposit nearer the Pacific than 
the Nebraska beds. The early pieces 
of the famous Dresden china were 
made from kaolin found in Germany, 
and the well-known hard-paste china, 
so much of which comes to this country 
from Plymouth, England, is made from 
it. Kaolin is not always dug out with 
a pick, hence it might be present and 
its presence not be suspected in some 
cases. In England what is called the 
clay-bearing rock is broken up, and 
then water turned on ina channel to 
wash out the valuable clay. This soon 
forms a thick mass, which is led off or 
= up, as the case may be, and 
urned into various channels, where 
the sand, mica flakes and other im- 
purities are deposited, and finally the 
water, holding the-pure clay in solu- 
tion, reaches tanks made for the pur- 

, and there the kaolin settjes, form- 
ing a creamy mass at the bottom, and 
is dried by machinery, the methods 
varying in different places. Hardly a 
week goes by but some new use is 
found for this valuable article. It is 


‘of interest to users of paper and cloth 


manufacturers, being usedin both. I 
don’t know how much is made and used 
annually in this country, but, according 
to a late report of Collins, an English 
writer on the subject, Cornwall pro- 
duces in one year 278,572 tons and 
Devonshire 25,370 tons, which gives an 
idea of its value. The most important 
deposits in this country, as far as any 
knowledge goes, are in Deleware 
and Chester counties. Pa., and near 
Baltimore, and Wilmington, Delaware. 
You can obtain an idea of what good 
clay-beds will do for you here by look- 
ing at the town of Woodbridge, N. J., 
where the clay formation is about 347 
feet thick, and 105 of it valuable. The 
lant is of great value, and the capital 
invested at Perth, Amboy, Trenton, 
Philadelphia, New York and Newark 
in the fire-clay is enor- 
mous. Even in first hands the clay 
taken from Woodbridge évery year 
pays about $1,000,000, which means, 
roughly, about 300,000 tonsof clay. As 
to what it will realize, depends upon 
the state of the market. I have seen it 
range from $1.50 to $12 and $13 per 
ton; but itis evident that if you can 
ship your material from here to 
Angeles and San Diego in half a day, 
and find a market for it, your retailers 
in these cities can undersell the same 
goods from other sections, As I under- 
stand it, the best market to develope 
acountry is to go in for the natural 
resources, then you have something to 
stand on. I don’t doubt but that 
Southern California can live on her 
climate, and the winters suit meso 
well Ishall spend them in Los Angeles; 
but what you want is to get the capital 
of the world here, and have a big work- 
ing population. I see there is already 
talk of a separation from the north- 
country, and in my estimation the 
time will come in proportion as you de- 
velop the natural resources of the 
entire Southern country, and make it 
independent. . In ten years, or less, we 
shall see Southern California, or Los 
Angeles, the new State, extending 
from north of Santa. Barbara to the 
entrance of the Gulf of California, for 
of course you can get up a syndicate 
here to buy the peninsula of Southern 
California from Mexico. Its bound 
to remove some way sooner or later, 
and the only question is shall it be 
bought or taken.” KELP.

HOSTILE INDIANS FIRE UPON JAMES 
PINNEY AND PURSUE THREE 
OTHERS. 

News received just as we go to press 
_ would indicate that reports that the 
hostiles are all confined upon the re- 
servation are false, and that on the 
contrary a band, bent upon murder 
and depredation, is still out. 

W. P. Black, who is well known here 
and lives on the Little Blue, fifteen 
miles west of Alma, N. M., brings 
news that on last Sunday, a party of 
four, consisting of Henry Pinney, Ike 
Stevens, « man named Medear and an- 
other known as Tennessee, from 
Alma to visit the new silver strike. 
While on the way Pinney became sick 
and was compelled to fall a consider- 
able distance behind his companions. 
- While thus riding along he saw a band 
of five Indians, who on catching sight 
of him, opened fire. Six shots were 
discharged by the Indians and five b 
Pinney, when he turned and fled bac 
to Alma, arriving there during the 
night. The next morning, in company 
with two others, Pinney §start- 
ed out to see what had i be- 
‘come of Stevens and his former 
companions. Striking the trail they 
followed it a certain distance, when 
they found where a party of three had 
turned and run at full speed in the di- 
rection toward Alma. This trail was 
followed by Pinney and companions till 
they became frightened and convinced 
of danger, when they camped and re- 
turned to Alma the next day only to 
find that Stevens and party had not re- 
urned to that place. A larger posse 
was at once organized, and when Mr. 
Black left was about: to start out in 
search of the missing men. 

While it does not necessarily follow 
that Stevens, Medear and Tennesse 
Baye been killed, the above story, on
